[Text] Law of the Armenian Soviet Socialist Republic on the State Plan 
of Economic and Social Development of the Armenian SSR for 1986. 


The Supreme Soviet of the Armenian Soviet Socialist Republic decree: 


Article 1. To approve the State Plan of Economic Development of the 
Armenian SSR for 1986 presented by the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers, 
taking into account the proposals and comments of the Planning and 

Budget Commission, the Commission for Industry, the Commission for 

Energy, the Commission for Transport, Communications and Road Construction, 
the Commission for Construction and Construction Materials Industry, 

the Commission for the Agroindustrial Complex, the Commission for | 
Science and Tectnology, the Commission for Housing and Municipal 

Services and Amenities, the Commission for Health Care, Social Security 
and Physical Culture, the Commission for Education and Culture, the 
Commission for Trade and Personal Services, the Commission for Questions 
of Labor and Everyday Life of Women, Protection of Mother and Child, 

and the Commission for Protection of Nature and Rational Use of 

Natural Resources of the Armenian SSR Supreme Soviet.

For the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers, guided by the 
decisions of the April (1985) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, the 
May (1985) Plenum of the Armenian CP Central Committee and the directives 
of the conference at the CPSU Central Committee on questions of accelera- 
tion of scientific and technical progress, to ensure in the course of 
realization of the State Plan of Economic and Social Development of 
Armenian SSR for 1986 further acceleration of the republic's social 

and economic development on the basis of fuller utilization of 
achievements of scientific and technical progress and all-out rise 

of labor productivity, intensificaion of production, economy of fuel, 
raw, other materials and other resources, growth of the effect of new 
methods of management, raising of efficiency and quality of work, wide- 
scale development of socialist competition and strengthening of state, 
planning and labor discipline in all parts of the economy, introducing 
amendments to planned targets where necessary. 


Article 4. To instruct the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers to 

examine proposals and comments discussed at the conclusion of the 
Planning and Budget Commission and other permanent commissions of the 
Armenian SSR Supreme Soviet in connection with the State Plan of 

Economic and Social Development of the Armenian SSR for 1988 as well 

as proposals and comments made by deputies at the session of the Armenian 
SSR Supreme Soviet and to adopt appropriate decisions relating to them.

Law of the Armenian Soviet Socialist Republic on the State Budget of 
Armenian SSR for 1986 


The Supreme Soviet of the Armenian Soviet Socialist Republic decrees: 


Article 1. To approve the State Budget of Armenian SSR for 1986 
presented by the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers, taking into account 
corrections of the Planning and Budget Commission, the Commission for 
Industry, the Commission for Energy, the Commission for Transport, 
Communications and Road Construction, the Commission for Construction 
and the Construction Materials Industry, the Commission for the Agro- 
industrial Complex, the Commission for Science and Technology, the 
Commission for Housing and Municipal Services and Amenities the 
Commission for Health Care, Social Security and Physical Culture, the 
Commission for Education and Culture, the Commission for Trade and 
Personal Services, the Commission for Questions of Labor and Living 
Conditions of Women, Protection of Mother and Child, the Commission for 
Youth Affairs, and the Commission for Protection of Nature and Rational 
Use of Resources of the Armenian SSR Supreme Soviet on the basis of 
revenues in the sum of 1,977.720 million rubles and on the bisis of 
expenditures in the sum of 1,976.695 million, with an excess of 
revenues over expenditures in the sum of 1.025 million rubles. 


Article 2. To establish in the State Budget of Armenian SSR for 1986 
revenues from state and cooperative enterprises and organizations--a 
turnover tax, payment for production capital, net surplus profit, 
deductions from profit, income tax and other revenues from the socialist 
economy--in a total sum of 1,782.235 million rubles. 


Article 3. To determine in the State Budget of Armenian SSR for 1986 
outlays for financing the economy--further development of heavy industry, 
the construction industry, light and food industry, agriculture, 
transport, housing and municipal services and other sectors of the 
economy in the total sum of 956.677 million rubles. 


Article 4. To determine in the State Budget of Armenian SSR for 1986 
allocations for social and cultural measures--for general educational 
schools, vocational and technical, secondary specialized and higher 
educational institutions, scientific-research institutions, Libraries, 
clubs, theaters, press, television, radio broadcasting and other measures 
for education and culture; for hospitals, children's nurseries, sana- 
toriums and other institutions of health care and physical culture; for 
pensions and grants--in a total sum of $32.946 million rubles, including 
for the budget of state social insurance in the sum of 181.650 million 
rubles. 





Article 5. To determine in the State Budget of Armenian SSR for 1986 
allocations for maintenance of organs of state government and courts 
in the sum of 27.292 million rubles. 





Article 6. To approve the republic budget of Armenian SSR for 1986 
for revenues in the sum of 1,848.435 million rubles and for outlays 
in the sum of 1,847.410 million rubles (including funds to be turned 
over to local budgets), with revenues exceeding outlays in the amount 
of 1.025 million rubles. 


Circulating cash amount of the republic budget for 1 January 1987--in 
the sum of 9 million rubles. 


Article 7. To determine the budgets of city and rayon soviets of 
people's deputies of Armenian SSR for 1986 as to revenues and outlays 
in a total sum of 685.756 million rubles including:

(¢d) enterprises of Armenian SSR Administration of Nonferrous Metallurgy 
into the budget of Kafanskiy Rayon--20 percent, into the budget of the 
city of Kafan--40 percent and of the city of Alaverdi--100 percent; 


(2) enterprises of the Armenian SSR Ministry of Construction Materials 
Industry into the budget of the cities of Abovyan--45 percent, Ararat--l0 
percent, Artik--65 percent and rayons of Artikskiy--20 percent, 
Akhuryanskiy--20 percent, Bagramyansskiy--80 percent, Oktemberyanskiy-—-.10 
percent and Azizbekovskiy, Araratskiy and Talinskiy--100 percent; 


(f) enterprises of the Armenian SSR State Conmittee for Fishery Industry 
into the budget of the city of Sevan--100 percent. 


Article 10. To determine deductions from insurance payments of state- 
insurance organs except for payments for obligatory insurance of preperty 
of sovkhozes, kolkhozes and voluntary life insurance) into the local 
buugets of all cities (except for the city of Yerevan) and rayons of the 
republic--50 percent. 


Article ll. To allot for 1986 from the republic budget for the budget 
of the city of Dilizhan--2.705,6 million rubles and of the city 

of Dzhermuk--1.592 million rubles for providing financing of measures 
dusignated by the State Plan of Economic and Social Development of 
Armenian SSR for 1986. 


Article 12. To instruct the Armenian SSR Council of Ministers to 

examine proposals and comments on the State Budget of Armenian SSR for 
1986 set forth in the conclusions of the Planning and Budget Commission 
and other permanent commissions of the Armenian SSR Supreme Soviet 

as well as proposals and comments made by deputics at sessions of the 
Armenian SSR Supreme Soviet and to adopt appropriate decisions coacerning 
them.

[Text] Law of the Estonian Soviet Socialist Republic on the State Plan of 
Economic and Social Development of the Estonian SSR in 1986 


The Supreme Soviet of the Estonian SSR decrees: 


Article 1. The approval of the State Plan on the Economic and Social 
Development of the Estonian SSR in 1986, submitted by the Estonian SSR 
Council of Ministers, including corrections by the Budget Planning 
Commission and other standing commissions of the Estonian SSR Supreme 
Soviet. 


Article 2. The establishment of the following growth rates for the 
basic indicators of economic and social development of the Estonian 
SSR for 1986.

more complete utilization of advances of scientific-technical progress 
and the al‘-round increase in labor productivity, the intensification 
of production, the conservation of fuel, raw materials, supplies, and 
other resources, the more intensive use of new management techniques 

to increase the effectiveness and improve the quality of work, the 
broader development of socialist competition, the strengthening of 
state, plan and labor discipline in all sectors of the national economy, 
and must adjust plan targets in the necessary instances. 


Article 4. That the Estonian SSR Council of Mivisters: 


a) Shall examine proposals and remarks set forth in the co-report of 
the Budget Planning and other permanent commissions of the Estonian 
SSR Supreme Soviet on the State Plan of Economic and Social Development 
of the Estonian SSR in 1986, as well as proposals and remarks by 
deputies at a session of the Estonian SSR Supreme Soviet and shall 
adupt the appropriate decisions regarding them; 


b) shall ratify the list of electors’ mandates to deputies of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet elected from the Estonian SSR and the Estonian 
SSR Supreme Soviet, which are scheduled for fulfillment in 1986 by 
the State Plan of Economic and Social Develojment of the Estonian SSR.

Law of the Estonian Soviet Socialist Republic on the State Budget 
of the Estonian SSR for the Year 1986 


The Supreme Soviet of the Estonian SSR decrees: 


Article 1. That the State Budget of the Estonian SSR for 1986, 
submitted by the Estonian SSR Council of Ministers with due regard 

to the corrections of the Budget Planning and other permanent com- 
missions of the Estonian SSR Supreme Soviet in the sum of R1,653,100,000 
in revenues and expenditures be ratified. 
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Article 2. That revenues in the State Budget of the Estonian SSR for 

1986 from state and cooperative enterprises and organizations -- turnover 
tax, payments for productive capital, the free profit remainder, withholdings 
from profits, income tax, and other revenues from the socialist economy -- be 
set at the total sum of R1,536,908,000. 


Article 3. That expenditures in the State Budget of the Estonian SSR for 
1986 for financing the national economy -—- for the further development 

of industry, construction, agriculture, transport, housing and municipal 
services, and other branches of the economy -- be set at the total sum 
of R1,004,451,000. 


Article 4. That allocations for sociocultural measures in the State Budget 
of the Estonian SSR for 1986 -- for general education schools, vocational 
technical and secondary specialized and higher education institutions, 
scientific research institutions, libraries, clubs, theaters, the press, 
television, radio broadcasting, and other educational and cultual measures; 
for hospitais, dispensaries, sanatoria, and other health care and 

physical education including R187,030,000 in state social insurance benefits 
under the budget. 


Article 5. That allocations in the State Budget of the Estonian SSR 
for 1986 for the maintenance of organs of state power, organs of state 
administration and the courts be set at the sum of R1L5,376,000. 


Article 6. That the republic budget for 1986 in the sum of R1,498, 375,000 
in revenues and expenditures and, in addition, that the sum of R20,000,000 
in cash on hand, be approved. 


Article 7. That the local budgets of cities subordinate to the republic 
and rayons of the Estonian SSR for 1986 be set at the sum of R329,454,900 
in revenues and expenditures, and in addition that a sum of R7,000,900 

in cash on hand be set, inter alia, for cities and rayons (in rubles) as 
indicated:

Article 4. To establish in the Georgian SSR State Budget for 1986 
appropriations for social and cultural measures -- for general educational 
schools, vocational-and-technical, secondary special and higher educational 
institutions, scientific-research institutions, libraries, clubs, 

theaters, the press, television, radio broadcasting, and other educational 
and cultural measures; for hospitals, children's day-care centers, sani- 
toriums, and other institutions of public health and physical culture; 

for pensions and grants in aid -- for a total amount of 1,546,206,000 
rubles, including the budget for state social insurance — 348,835,000 
rubles. 


Article 5. To establish in the Georgian SSR State Budget for 1986 
appropriations for the maintenance of the agencies of state authority, 
agencies of state administration, and the courts, in the amount of 
44,166,000 rubles. 


Article 6. To approve the republic budget of the Georgian SSR for 
1986 for income in the amount of 2,883,273,000 rubles, for expenses 
in the amount of 2,211,209,000 rubles, and funds to be transferred 
from the Georgian SSR republic budget to the state budgets of the 
autonomous Soviet socialist republics and local budgets of the 
autonomous oblast, cities of republic subordination, and rayons, in 
the amount of 672,064,000 rubles.

Article 8. To approve for 1986 deductions from nationwide state taxes and 
income, to be paid into the budgets of the autonomous Soviet socialist 
republics and the local budgets of the autonomous oblast, cities of 
republic subordination, and rayons of the Georgian SSR, in the following 
amounts: 


a) from timber income, the kolkhoz income tax, the agricultural tax, 
the tax on bachelors and USSR citizens who are single or who have small 
families, and from proceeds from lotteries with prizes of money or 
valuable articies -- 100 percent; 


b) from the sale of bonds in the 1982 Stete Internal Lottery Loan, from 
payments made by the public for the voluntary insuring of structures, 
household property, means of transportation, and animals, as well as 

for insuring citizens against accidents -- 50 percent; 


c) from the turnover tax peyable by associations, enterprises, and 
organizations of local industry (other than those situatea in the zone 

of the Tskhaltubo City Soviet and the city of Marneuli), consumer services 
to the public, and consumer cooperatives -—- 100 percent; 


d) from turnover tax within the confines of the plan (other than that 
payable by associations, enterprises, and organizations of local industry, 
with the exception of the zone of the Tskhaltubo City Soviet and the city 
of Marneuli, consumer services for the public, and consumer cooperatives, 
as well as those producing liqueur and vodka output) and the personal 
income tax:
